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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: As the instantly filed claims raise issues that would 
require further search and consideration by including zinc stearate as the lubricant, they have not been entered onto the record at this time. 
Since the newly amended claims have not been entered, substantial comment and response to arguments thereto cannot be made. In 
terms of the previous rejection and the comments regarding unexpected results, the new amendments is noted in claims 1 and 9, bringing 
the subject matter in line with the declaration previously filed. As far as the previously presented new matter rejection, such a rejection is 
still applicable as claims 1 7 and 1 8 still claim an unsupported range as there is no lower bound. Applicant does not show a magnetic 
material having 0 loss. 
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
